EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Alphonso A. Collins on 10/15/2003. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
61-65. Accordingly, claims 61-65 have been canceled. Non-elected claims 1 1-26, 29, 41-56 and 
59-60 depending from claims 1, 31 and 66 have been rejoined and allowed because claims 1,31 
and 66 have been found to be allowable. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
of records discloses or suggests, inter alia, a finger-operated switch provided on a handpiece. 
The switch activates the handpiece at a first power level if a sensor monitored pressure value on 
the switch reaches a high threshold and deactivating the handpiece if the sensor monitored 
pressure value reaches a low threshold; and wherein the handpiece operates at a level 
proportional to the sensor monitored pressure value on the finger operated switch.
